I :ini much pleased to announce that I have succeeded in 
producing- a new tj’pe of blackcap raspberr}' in which man}' rare 
and desirable qualities are combined which cannot fail to make it 
one of the most popular fruits of the near future. 

The most important of all is in a different root formation not 
possessed by any other fruit-bearing shrub or tree, partaking of the 
nature of Alfalfa clover, sinking their roots straight into the 
ground, to where there is consttint moisture- Two year old plants 
taken up last spring revealed the fiict that the roots were two feet 
in length, large and hard-wooded like oak. A proof of htirdiness 
which is fully explained by the marvelous, unexcelled rapid growth 
these plants make. 'I'liis is a surprise to all who see them. 

Another most valuable peculiarity is in its fruiting haliit, 
exclusively done on the new canes or green wood; the growth of 
cancs, blooming and maturing the fruit, is all done in one season, 
therefore no canes are killed by frost. 

In the spring about six weeks after the plants have sttirted, 
the first blooms will appear on the points; cancs then being about 
two feet high, cancs lengthening and branching out, new blooms 
will appear daily and as the season advances, thev will become 
more numerous and this is steadily going on throughout the season 
till ended by fro-,1. Never suffering for the want of moisture with 
berries of all sizes up to maturity on the bushes; beiriesare large 
in size, never decrease nor shrivel, yield a constant supply of 
berries larger than generally believed jiossible, every third day a 
very fair picking and this for fully twelve weeks. 

'I'he quality is exceptionally fine, very rich and delicious, 
bushes when established grow from five to seven feet high, have 
very few thorns and these are soft, discommoding but little while 
picking. 

Satisfactory results are guaranteed if the following instruc- 
tions are strictly observed. Fall irlanting has many advantages 
and is perfectly safe, any time from about October 15th until the 
ground freezes solid, only a shovelful of soil put on top after plant 
ing- is all that is needed; plants to be set on hig-h ground or on 
ground where water will not stand any length of time after a rain. 
Choose sunniest spot for jrlanting and set three by six feet ajrart, 
next year they will need but little cultivation; have the ground stir- 
red occasionally, set a stick close by the young shoots to tic them up 
to, if not tied up the lower branches are inclined to trail and make 


long slender runners sometimes IS feet in length. These readily 
root but will never bring forth fruit, being barren, avoid using 
them. The tips with fruitbiuls, that would be desirable refuse to 
root. 'Fhis is no particular fault or damaging, but must be under- 
stood, and can be easily remedied by cutting them out close to the 
ground, and the sap that would be wasted in useless canes will 
benefit the strictly fruiting ones. The second year, and there 
after early in the spring all canes must be cut off close to the 
ground, never allow one to remain. Provide the plants with per- 
manent support from five to six feet above the ground; plants start- 
ing early growing very rapidly, will occasionally need tying, 
the last on top rather loose, to have the branches in a fan-like shape. 
Do not Set your expectation for fruit too high for first year, it will 
freely come the second and thereafter. 

A year ago. from October 27th till November 1st from three 
to five sam])le ])lants were mailed to each of 14 different state and 
government experiment stations in the Unitrd States and Canada, 
as recommended by the Department of Agriculture, Washington, 
D C., and also to six prominent horticulturists for trial; reports 
have not y^et come in as it is too early to expect them. 

Heing the originator and first introducer I am the one most 
interested in the progress of this plant and for this reason de- 
scribe the nature of the plant so minutely as to make failure or dis- 
appointment an impossibility. 

I have reason to believe that it will be favorably received by 
the general public and if able to enlist their interest and good will, 
intend to continue in this work, keeping it in my hands, increase 
propagation to meet a prospective large demand, keep the plants in 
their purity and possibly improve them still farther and in this 
way protect the people against fraud and imposition and therefore 
prefer direct dealing with the planters. 

As the plant bears my name and is backed by an unspotted 
business reputation of 52 years, I do not want it sullied.

The Luther Burbank of Iowa. 
Hugo H-ryer, the veteran seedsman 
from New London, la., was hero this 
week with samples of his “Perpetual 
Hearing Raspberry.” Mr. Heyer, who 
will deserve to be remembered as the 
Luther Burbank of Iowa, has been de- 
volo|)iug this new and wonderful variety 
of blackcap raspberry for the past 1.3 
years. It will interest especially the 
people of this community to know that 
Mr. Heyer secured tlie original stock 
from Dr. Tom Hell of Wapello, who is 
supposed to have transferred it from its 
original wild state. It is what is called 
a “sport”, an “accident” in the speech of 
of the unthinking, but what Mr. Beyer 
calls a “Providence.” I t remained for 
him to discover and develop thisremark 


able new variely of one of thi' most 
valuable bei ries grown. 

The peculiarily of "Heyer’s IVrpel md,” 
by which name it is known in liie cov- 
ernmenf deparlment at Washiucion, is 
that it fruits continuously' from the time 
it begins to b.'ar until frost. 

Tile cane which he h-ft at the R|.;fiii!. 
LlCAN ollice contains fruit io all stages 
from the blos,s..m to ilm rijie b.-rry. 
Thus it bears for two or three months, 
and at a season when most small fruit is 
scarce. 'I'lie sample given us on the 
first day of A ugust indiitat-s that this 
variety fruits later than the oidiuary 
black and red varieties. 

Another peculiarity in which itdifVeis 
from other kinds. .f rasplmrries and from 
the blackberry, is that the fruit is found 
on this year’s growth of canes, thus in- 
suring against winter killing and injury 
from rabbits ami mice. I'iie root.s also 
strike down deep into tile groiiiid, in- 
stead of spreadiugnver the surface, thus 
preventing the injurious effects of 
drouth. It is certainly a gift of provi- 
dence to the people through the watch- 
ful care of a good man, who spent fifty 
years in the study of fruits and fiowors. 

Hugo Heyer, who is a native of Ger- 
many, and a resident of Henry county, 
Iowa, for over fifty years, is known for 
his integrity. This new variely of rasp- 
berry has been introduced into thirteen 
experiment stations in the U S. and has 
also been sent to the Horticultural So- 
ciety of London. .\nd the original stock 
came from Louisa county.

Mr, Hugo Beyer of New London, 
Perfects a Remarkable Rasp- 
berry Plant. 

Mr. Hugo Boyer, of New London, the 


widely Unowu fruit man and seed grow- 
er was in the city the early part of the 
week exhibiting some ripe raspberries 
and raspberry sprouts that are marvel 
ous. Mr. Beyer is elated over thetlevelop- 
ment of a new raspberry plant which is 
a perpetual yielder, in a favorable cli- 
mate. In this climate it will yield, ho 
states, until frost comes, beginning early 
in the season. The bushes are yielding 
now, profusely. The blossom, the green 
berry and the ripe berry are seen on the 
plant at the same time and the fr„it is 
rich in flavor, and profuse in \ield. lie 
claims for ttiis new plant that it will 
yield at least double the (luantity 
that is yielded by the ordinary plant. 

He has been worUina, and experimont- 
ing with the new plant for 15 years 
and now that he has attained to the ob- 
ject of his experiments he is highly elai 
ed anil hopes to see the plant tiecomo 
widely popular, as he believes it 
will. The samples of his fruit which 
he left at the .lournal ofliee plainly 
showed I hat .Mr. B. yer has what might 
be regarded as a curi..siiy. but which al- 
so, if the expectMtions of Mr. H-jer is 
fullilled, is a wonder and will be a great 
blessing to the lovers of fiesh fruit.

A New Raspberry. 

Hugo Beyer, the well knowr. seed and 
froit grower of New Ijondon, exhildted 
at this office Tuesday, a new rasp 
berry that he has pro|iagaled and 
brought about as near perfection as fruit 
can tie grown. He calls it the “Giant 
Perpetual or Summer and Fall Fruiting 
Raspberry.” It was creat d by Mr 
Beyer, and represents 15 yeais of piopa- 
gation and hard study on the part of 
Mr. Beyer. It fruits after the other 
raspberries are gone, and continues to 
bear until frost time. It fruits on the 
green wood and from the side branch 


Five hundred pl.ints were propagated 
by Mr. Bejer last se.ison, and these are 
now six feet tall and some of the canes 
areaninchin diameter, showing what 
a remarkable growth can bo made in 
ten or eleven weeks The fruit is large 
and sweet. The stage to which he has 
brougtit this berry makes it p'lssibl- for 
them to be grown in any climate.
